Constitution 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME. 

This  club  shall  be  known  as  the  Pemigewasset 
Woman’s  Club. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  club  shall  be  to  broaden  and 
strengthen  the  moral,  social,  and  intellectual  life  of  its 
members,  and  through  them  to  make  itself  a  power  for 
good  in  the  community. 

ARTICLE  III.  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  club  shall  be  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  two  Vice  Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  to  consist  of  six  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  club,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  meeting  by  ballot  and  a  major  vote.  Three 
new  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  at  each  annual  meeting 
by  ballot  and  a  major  vote. 

Sec.  2.  Officers  shall  not  be  eligible  to  re-election 
to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive  years. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  first  meeting  in  March,  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  three  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chair,  who  shall 
report  at  the  first  meeting  in  April  a  list  of  nominations 
for  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  IV.  MEMBERSHIP. 


Any  woman  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  who  is 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  club.  The  name  of  each 
candidate  must  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting  by  a 
member  of  the  club  and  may  be  balloted  upon  at  any 
regular  meeting  subsequent  to  that  at  which  the  name 
was  presented.  Three  negatives  reject. 

After  election,  a  person  becomes  a  member  only 
upon  signing  the  constitution  and  paying  the  annnal 
due  within  one  month  from  the  time  of  election. 


ARTICLE  V.  DUES. 

The  annual  due  for  one  year  or  any  part  of  a  year, 
shall  be  one  dollar.  The  financial  year  shall  begin  at 
the  close  of  the  club  year,  when  the  annual  fee  shall  be¬ 
come  due. 


ARTICLE  VI.  AMENDMENTS. 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present,  and  voting,  at  any  regu¬ 
lar  meeting  of  the  club,  provided  that  a  written  notice 
of  the  intended  change  has  been  given  at  a  previous 
regular  meeting. 

AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLE  V.  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  annual  due  for  one  year  or  any  part  of  a  year 
shall  be  one  dollar  with  the  additional  amount  of  twenty 
five  cents  for  social  due.  The  financial  year  shall  begin 
at  the  close  of  the  club  year,  when  the  annual  and  so¬ 
cial  fee  shall  become  due.

ARTICLE  I.  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  club  and  shall  perform  the  other  duties  usually 
belonging  to  this  office.  She  shall  also  cast  the  decid- 
“Tk  case  of  a  tie  in  the  Executive  Oomn.,ttee. 
In  her  absence,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  in  their  order,  to  preside  at  any  meeting. 


Sec  2  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  cor- 
rect  record  of  the  attendance,  and  of  the  proceedings  of 
all  meetings  of  the  club.  At  the  last  meeting  in  May 
she  shall  present  a  written  report  of  the  year’s  work. 


Sec.  3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  con¬ 
duct  the  correspondence  of  the  club;  uotify  all  persons 
elected  to  office,  making  a  statement  of  the  duties  con¬ 
nected  therewith;  give  notice  to  those  appointed  on 
committees  and  elected  to  membership,  and  notify  all 
mombers  of  special  meetings. 


Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys 
and  pay  them  out  on  a  written  order  of  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  all  bills  payable  for  a  sum 
exceeding  five  dollars  having  been  submitted  to  the 
club.  At  the  last  meeting  in  May  she  shall  present  a 
written  report  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by 

her. 

Sec.  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  intrust¬ 
ed  with  all  business  and  interests  of  the  club,  in  the 
interim  of  its  meeting  and  with  the  appointment  of 
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sub  committees.  They  shall  have  the  right  to  order 
the  payment  of  any  bill  not  exceeding  five  dollars  with¬ 
out  submitting  it  to  the  club.  They  shall  have  the 
power  to  till  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the 
year. 

ARTICLE  II.  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  club  shall  be 
held  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  each  month,  from 
October  to  May  inclusive,  at  such  hours  and  places  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon. 

Sec.  2.  The  last  regular  meeting  in  the  month  of 
April  shall  be  the  meeting  for  the  annual  election  of 
officers,  who  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  The  incoming  President  shall  be  the  Presi¬ 
dent  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Woman’s  Clubs.  The  report  for  the  year  shall 
be  read  at  the  last  meeting  in  May. 

Sec.  3.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  or  acting  President  or  on  request  of  three 
members  of  the  club,  at  least  twenty-four  hours’  notice 
being  given. 


ARTICLE  III.  QUORUM. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IV.  WITHDRAWAL. 

Sec.  1.  A  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the 
club  shall  send  a  written  resignation  to  the  Secretary 
that  her  name  may  be  taken  from  the  list  of  members. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  fails  to  pay  the  annual 
fee  before  the  first  of  November  shall  be  diopped  from 
the  rolls  as  having  voluntarily  withdrawn  from  the  club. 
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ARTICLE  V.  VISITORS. 

Members  may  bring  guests,  who  shall  be  admitted 
by  ticket,  to  any  regular  meeting,  except  the  annual 
meeting.  Tickets  may  be  obtained  of  the  Treasurer  by 
members  only,  on  payment  of  ten  cents  for  each  ticket. 
These  tickets  are  to  be  procured  within  two  weeks  of 
the  date  for  which  they  are  to  be  used.  The  same  wo¬ 
man,  residing  in  town,  shall  not  be  invited  as  a  guest 
more  than  once  a  year. 

ARTICLE  VI.  CONDUCT  OF  MEETINGS. 

All  meetings  shall  be  conducted  by  the  rules  of  par¬ 
liamentary  Law,  the  ‘‘Woman’s  Manual  of  Parliamen¬ 
tary  Law”  being  the  authority. 

ARTICLE  VII.  AMENDMENTS. 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting,  notice  of 
such  intention  having  been  given  at  a  previous  regular 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  SUSPENSION  OF  BY-LAWS. 

Any  article  of  the  by-laws  may  be  suspended  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  for  not  more 
than  one  meeting,  excepting  this  article,  which  shall 
not  be  suspended.  N

Eliza  Nelson  Blair,  the  first  vice  president  and 
second  president  of  the  New  Hampshire  Federation  of 
Woman’e  Clubs,  passed  from  earthly  life  at  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.,  Jan.  2, 1907.  She  was  a  woman  of  noble 
type,  among  the  foremost  New  Hampshire  has  produc¬ 
ed.  She  had  rich  intellectual  gifts  which  were  match¬ 
ed  by  the  sweetness,  strength  and  beauty  of  her  char¬ 
acter.  She  had  clear  vision,  a  broad,  statesmanlike 
grasp  of  affairs,  a  tenacious  memory,  executive  and  or¬ 
ganizing  talent  of  a  high  order,  and  a  capacity  for 
patient,  conscientious  work.  Unassuming,  calm  and 
self-poised,  considerate  and  tactful  always,  sympathetic 
and  helpful,  quick  to  respond  to  the  note  of  mirth,  she 
was  ever  a  delightful  companion,  and  a  loyal  friend, 
best  loved  by  those  who  knew  her  best. 

She  was  interested  in  all  things  that  tend  to  the 
uplift  of  humanity,  and  her  influence  and  efforts  were 
given  to  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  temperance,  bet¬ 
ter  education  of  the  masses,  the  advancement  of  the 
position  of  women,  equal  suffrage,  equal  parental  rights, 
child  labor  laws,  the  founding  of  hospitals,  and  whole¬ 
some  conditions  for  workers. 

She  believed  in  the  power  for  good  of  the  woman’s 
club,  not  only  to  the  individual  members,  but  in  its  far- 
reaching  influence  upon  the  community.  It  is  largely 
due  to  the  great  organizing  ability  and  wise  direction 
of  Mrs.  Blair  that  the  New  Hampshire  Federation  was 
early  established  upon  such  a  wise  basis  that  it  at  once 
took  rank  among  the  foremost. 

Mrs.  Blair’s  work  is  done.  Her  gracious  presence  we 
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may  not  know  again.  We  cannot  estimate  the  value  of 
her  work  nor  the  extent  of  her  influence.  We  know 
that  the  world  is  better  for  her  having  lived  and  we 
can  truly  say  in  the  words  adopted  by  the  New  Hamp¬ 
shire’s  Daughters  Club:  “We  are  thankful  for  the  life 
of  usefulness  so  faithfully  lived,  for  the  example  for 
women  of  the  possibilities  of  a  woman’s  influence  in  the 
larger  affairs  of  city  and  state,  and  for  the  clear  intel¬ 
lect  and  steadiness  of  purpose  which  all  her  work  ex¬ 
pressed.”
